"I am from Canada and I visited the Chinese Theater with my older sister and a friend on December 26th around 
noon. We were having a good time until I asked one of the guys dressed up in Spiderman costume to take a picture 
with me. I did not know we had to pay them. I would be fine with tipping just him because I was the one who asked 
to take a picture with us. But what bothered us was these two other people dressed up as Cat women and Zorro 
came out of nowhere and joined us. They were extremely pushy and loud. After we took the pictures, we thanked 
them and tried to leave but they started yelling at us for not giving them the money. We were puzzled by this 
because again, we were new to Hollywood and did not know we were supposed to pay them. When they saw that we 
weren't pulling out our wallets, they shouted at us even more saying "C'mon, where's the money!? We need the 
money. We don't take pictures with you guys for free if that's what you thought! Give us $20! 20, 20, 20!" We were 
very frightened by their aggressiveness so my friend pulled out his wallet and gave Spiderman a $20. As soon as 
Spiderman took the money, he immediately walked away. Then the Cat woman turned to me and commanded me for 
money. We did not have any spare change so my sister gave the woman two 5 dollar bills and told her to share with 
Zorro. After taking the money from my sister, she tried to walk away so we stopped her and told her AGAIN to give 
the other 5 to Zorro. But she yelled at us giving us the most disgusting look and told us that she doesn’t share and 
walked away. After awhile, I was approached by another man in costumes who grabbed my hand and pulled me 
closer to him. He asked me to take a picture with him and a whole bunch of other guys in costumes gathered around 
us. This time, I told them that I don't have money and they immediately disappeared from us."
